Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  first  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Environmental  Condition  of  the  Urban  District  of  Padiham, 
for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1968.  The  layout  follows  the  usual 
pattern  and  the  contents  include  all  the  items  requested  by  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security. 

The  small  decline  in  population  which  began  last  year  has 
continued,  which  is  rather  disappointing  when  one  considers  the  new 
houses  that  were  completed  during  the  year,  bringing  in  new  residents, 
together  with  the  natural  increase  in  population  (excess  of  Births 
over  Deaths)  of  forty.  The  only  answer  to  outward  migration  is  to 
make  tile  town  a  more  attractive  place  to  live  in.  Remember  this  is 
a  time  of  full  employment  when  people  are  not  forced  to  move  away  to 
find  work.  Hence  the  importance  of  pressing  on  with  improvement  to 
the  environment,  clean  air,  slum  clearance,  improvement  areas  and 
general  " spring  cleaning" . 

There  are  only  a  small  number  of  unfit  houses  waiting  to  be 
cleared  in  the  town,  and  the  accent  in  the  future  will  have  to  be  on 
irrproving  the  run-down  areas.  There  is  no  limit  to  what  can  be  done 
if  the  Council  makes  full  use  of  its  powers,  but  to  be  successful 
any  scheme  would  have  to  be  carried  through  with  boldness  and 
imagination. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  and  to  acknowledge  the  work 
of  all  members  of  the  Health  Department  without  whom  this  report 
would  never  have  been  written.
